An Irish Shooting Adventure. 

In one of the most entertaining bookB ever produced by an 
Irish mh, the anonymous author of “Faddlana” reveals some o 
the dangers to which English sportsmen In Ireland were exposed 
a generation since wild, pursuing the snlpcs wlli fowl, a 
woodcocks 111 at alwuml In the west and south of Ireland. The 
story discloses the well-known fact that every Irish peasant, 
whether man or boy, Is a natural sportsman, ns he himself would 

“L with all the instincts of a poacher ^ ln Eng 
"and we should term a man with similar tastes. In former da) s 
and to a certain extent at the present time, there were and are 
many low-lying tracts In Ireland teeming with wild fowl an 
snipes which are unprotected by law, and open to the guns of en- 
terorislnz fowlers belonging to the lower classes. 

The author of "Paddlana” selects for the scene of his story a 
reach of »>og, Ivlng In the western part of King s county, and 
1 called the Barouy of Ballycowen. It appears that ‘"ward* the 
close of a bitterly cold December day In 1840, while an English

subaltern belonging to a marching regiment quartered In the 
neighborhood was returning homewards after several hours suc¬ 
cessful sport among the snipes, he perceived a black patch of wi 
duckB swimming about upon an overflow of the river which crept 
through the low and scrubby bushes upon It brink.

and clothed him in the long frieze coat of the master of the hut.

perfectly at his ease. Presently he became aware that the family 
was in some anxiety about the youngest son, a gossoon of 
twelve who had been sent to the neighboring town for ammuni¬ 
tion, and ought to have been back before nightfall.

He is undoubtedly as near a pure bred 
Irish water spaniel as Royal Duke or Gladstone aro pure bred 
English setters, hut as his breeder I have always entered him in 
the class for retrieving spaniels, other than pure huh, (an 
absurd class,) because he has one cross of the English water 
spaniel In his veins. Ho Is by 8inbad out of Queen, Queen by 
Dash, a fine large water spaniel of English breed, dark liver col¬ 
ored, out of Cinder, Cinder being litter sister to Slubad, both of 
which trace back to the original McCarthy strain of Irish water 
spaniels,. I have not felt like entering him In the Irish water 
spaniel class when there was another for those other than pure 
Irish. His breeding Is that recommended by “Idstone'' as being 
an improvement on the pure breed for sporting purposes, In 
which I fully agree. Ho was thrown out of the retrieving spaniel 
class In Baltimore by Capt. Taylor as being a better specimen of 
the Irish water Bpaniel than those exhibited In that class, to 
which I took no exceptions, although as the catalogue read I 
was entitled to a prize with him, but I consider a class for re¬ 
trieving spaniels superfluous, as nearly all spaniels retrieve, con¬ 
sequently the large, Hue dog would invariably win over the 
smaller and lass useful varieties. As for general retrieving of wild 
fowls It requires a good sized, strong dog to last In the heavy 
cane brakes and marshy places where ducks are usually 'found, 
and for that purpose I consider this breed as near perfection as 
any In this country. I have some very satisfactory letters from 
parties who have tried this breed, and I only wish there was more 
breeders of them, that they might become more plenty.

Ans —If by 
black points yon mean black noses aud eyes, such aru not approved by 
judges of Irish dogs. 2. Dark chocolate noses and brown eyes are con¬ 
sidered indicative of the purest breeding, and score highest in shows. 
Some of the best bred dogs, however, vary from the standard in these 
respects. 

J. p. H.. Dee Moines.—I have a line English setter that Is very lame 
in the shoulder from rheumatism, whicli he anight going into cold 
wnter. What will cure it? Ans. -Try bathing the shoulder with a lin¬ 
iment composed of equal parts of spirits of turpentine, liquor anio- 
uia and laudanum Sponge the shoulder well for some moments with 
water us hot as the dog will tiear, thou rub in the liniment. Keep the 
dog from catching more cold by exposure wbilu wet. 

U A R.. Cleveland. — My poiuter seems to be lame in the right 
shoulder aud acts as though ho had rheumatism. About every fifteen 
minutes he seems to he ill pain aud staggers when he walks; when he 
lays down he always has his right leg under him. tie is lively and 
alt right till the pain cornea on, then ho walks a few steps aud lies 
down. What can I de for him? Ana.—Bathe the shoulder three times 
a day with linamen! composed of equal parts laudanum, spirits of 
turpentine and ammonia. Rub in well and keep the dog dry. 

A. H D„ Maysville,—I have a red Better pup ten weeks old that has 
some aifvciion of the nose which 1 am sometimes inclined to think dis¬ 
temper. hut Ihe pup eats well aud appuara so lively and is so hearty 
generally that I hardly know what to decide. He runs at the nose and 
snuffles a good deal, especially when asleep. Aside from this affection 
of the nasal passages he has at times indented eyes, although they do 
not ruu. What do you thiuk alls him aud whut shall I do for him? 
Ana.—II is hardly probable your pup has distemper. The symptoms 
Indicate ordinary cold, from which he should recover without treatment 
if comfortably housed amt fed. 

8. C. B-, St. Louis.—My dog has what I suppose to be mange. The 
skin does not show auy redness but seems dry and scaly and the hair 
Is coming id?. I have given him Fowler’s solution but it does not im¬ 
prove aud the arseutc eeems to affect hie eyes. Will yon advise me 
as til treatment? A us. -Chauge the food aud give vegetables in abund¬ 
ance for a while. Diacontinne the arsenic for a few days but return to 
it in small doses if the trouble continues Whenever you notice that 
the eyes are affected leave off the arsenic again till they resume their 
normal condition. Rub the skin wherever affected with a thin paste of 
Onq reeitli, sutpli sub . aud oil juniper. Put enough sulphur in to 
make this the consistency of cream aud mb It well into the skin. 
Leave it on for twenty four hours, theu wash off, and as soon as the 
liair has dried, apply again. Two or three applications and washings 
should be enough if the case ia not obstinate. 

W N, L., Delaware City.— I have a valuable Field Trial pup whose 
mouth is tilled with warts. The inside of his lower lip on one side is 
covered with a mass of them and they are scattered over the rest of the 
mouth in sizes varyiug from a pin head to n pea. extending over the 
tongue and roof of the mouth nearly to tbu throat. What can I do to 
remove them? Ans. -The best remedy wo have nsed in similar coses is 
lunsr caustic, but this must be applied very carefully, or damage to the 
tender skin will result Pull the lower lip down and touch a few of the 
•warts with the caustic very slightly wot. If too wet it will run and 
Injure the eurroiiuding parts. After yon have got rid of the warts on 
the lip proceed with the others, hut do not be in too mnch hurry or 
the natural struggles of the dog may cause yon to burn where yon do 
not wish to. You had better have help as it will take one person to 
keep the dog’s mouth open and his head steady.

A <3 E. Dayton, O.—My more, fonr years old, has Just foaled her 
drat foal aud has very liitle milk, not more than half enough for the 
colt, she is a large, strong mare, is in good tleeh and ought to feed the 
colt well, is there anything I can give her to increase the flow of 
milk* Aub.— Some mares are prone to run to fat rather than to milk, 
and never make good milkers, but do not condemn yours until you 
have given her a fair trial which you can do by feuding her on an 
abundance of soft food, such as scalded oats, boiled barley, cut feed 
made with cracked oale, carrote, turuipe, maugold wurtzela, cabbages, 
apples, etc., till there is grass enough, when she will need nothing else 
uuless perhaps a few oats twice a day. In the meantime do not let the 
foal get too thin, hut keep him growing by giving cow’s milk; he will 
verysoou learn to driuk it. 


Rouoh on the Doos. —A “digger” from California, eulogizing 
the climate, says: “There’s a mountain there—the Sawyer Nava- 
day they calf it—with a valley on each side of It. The one is 
hot, and t'other cold. Well, git on the top of that mountain 
with a double-barrelled guoy- and you can, without movin’, kill 
either Summer or Winter, game jest as you will.”

The Home for Lost and Starving Doos.—At the seven¬ 
teenth annual meeting of the members of the Temporary Home 
for Lost and Starving Dogs, at Battersea, London, England, ttie 
report of Mr. Scoborlo stated that, during the past twelve montiis 
4,200 stray dogs had been either restored to their owners or pro¬ 
vided with new homes, this being an increase of 500 over the 
previous year. Although since 1867 there had been 93,000 ani¬ 
mals brought to them by the police, they hod not to the present 
detected one case of rabies. Many hundreds of suspected dogs 
had been kept alive, apart from their fellows, upon prepared 
food, hut the result had always shown them to be free from the 
disease. _

L. C., Milwaukee.—My horae is very lame in his left fore foot from a 
very hail sore ou the inner quarter, just above the coronet; ittamed 
him for about thrau days before it broke; it swelled, gathered and 
broke iust like a boil on a person, aud a core came out and it has left a 
terrible sore dial bos been running more or less ever since; it looks pur¬ 
ple and unhealthy, It caused’a great deal of fever at the time, which 
has subsided uow, hut It has left him very lame. What do yon call tide 
diseaee and what can 1 do for it? Ana—Tide is an inflammation of the 
plantar absorbents constituting a diseuse kuown by tbs 
name ol furrunculwr, Ihe seat of it lies in an impure 
slnie of the blood, and the exciting cause is the chill¬ 
ing of the parts in llie cold, wet mud. It always causes great 
consliliitioiial disturbance, and occasionally terminates ratatly by irri¬ 
tative fever and nervous prostration. The treatment in your case will 
consist in iiariug down llie wall in that scctlou to prevent a sac form¬ 
ing to catch Ihn pus; pare it well down around the bottom of theeore 
till you reach Ihe bottom uf the aac: cover the sore all over with.pow¬ 
dered sulphate of copper, which will destroy the dark colored no- 
hciililiy flesh and set up u heallby action in it; leave II on a couple of 
days and remove with soap aud water; repeat if necessary to reduce il to 
its proper level, then swab it well over three times a day with a lotion 
composed of one part of coroelve sublimate U> sixty of water, it takes 
some time to grow new akin over those exposed surfaces.

The main point that I have been trying to agitate and have 
satisfactorily explained is, why all this heavy expenditure of 
money with so little result! In talking this matter over the other 
day with a friend whose hairs are venerable, he related to me a 
little episode In his early life which I will reproduce here, as it 
somewhat assists my argument, and furthermore he maintains, 
us 1 do, that with what little money has been appropriated for 
our flab Interests more certain results ought to be apparent. 

“Way back In 1825, when I was but a mere boy, I lived in the 
town of Hempstead, York State, located at the head of a creek 
which empties into the Hudson at Haverstraw, a town thirty-five 
or forty miles down. Close by my house was old Gurneh’s grist 
mill. The builders of this mill were never known, but many say 
it was built during the time of the old French wor, the Gurneh 
family coming into possession of It about 1776, and It Is said it 
was the means of supplying our revolutionary fathers with a good¬ 
ly share of bread. However, this is not sticking to the subject. 

Well, this creek was fed by a number of clear, cold, “boiling 
springs,” as they were called, and every farmer in the valley had 
barrels or hollows of a tree sunk into the ground where a spring 
was, and thus had an cxhaustless supply of the purest water, the 
whole valley beiug alive with them. Having a great passion for 
lishing, and Gurneh’s mill pond containing nothing but a few 
hull-heads, shiners and the like, I determined to better my sport; 
so one morning I got up very early, and picking up my fishing 
traps, I started afoot for a stream about twelve miles south. Ar¬ 
riving there I began. Soon I had a bite, and out came a most 
beautiful specimen of a sunflsh. I cast my line again and again, 
and before noon I was back home, and had dumped them out of 
my tin pail Into the pond. Shortly after I went to New York to 
learn my trade. Two years later I returned on a visit borne, and 
you may not believe it but that pond was literally alive with sun- 
iljch of good size, and affording line sport with a sensitive pole. 

I believe that there arc flsh in that pond to-day which are direct 
descendants from those I caught. I haven’t, been down there 
now for nearly fifty years, and don't know If there are any loft." 

Now, if the tiny sunflsh will propagate naturally in such num¬ 
bers I can’t see why all other species should not do likewise. 

A nd, as stated before, what puzzles mo most Is, why don’t the ap¬ 
propriations go further! Of course I understand that hatcheries 
Imve to be built, and men thoroughly conversant with the modus 
,./>erandi of running them successfully, employed, which knowl¬ 
edge is worth a proportionate rumuneratlon, allot which calls for 
I ho wherewithal; but ought not the results be more apparent In 
our state than they are!

The breeding habits of all animals possess for the naturalist 
the greatest Interest, and when these habits In game animals arc 
under discussion this interest Is extended to a far larger class In 
our land, the true sportsmen. It will readily bo seen that the 
accurate and detailed Information on this head which careful ob- 
-rrvstions of our domestic animals furnishes is not to be obtained 
concerning the force nedurce , and that, given the time at which 
two Individuals of any species pair, the period during which the

Editor Chicago Field :—lama reader of your Interesting 
and Instructive paper. From my early lioyhood days I have been 
very much interested In game and Held sports, especially wing 
shooting. I considered shooting game birds on the fly as the 
true and the only true sportsmen manner of bringing to bag. 
There have been many very able articles written of late on the 
preservation of our game birds or on the wholesale destruction 
of game. Now I am also painfully aware that our game is grow 
ing scarcer, wilder and less each season. Localities in which 
twenty, fifteen or even ten years ago, sportsmen with common 
muzzle-loaders could make heavy satisfactory bags, cau now 
with best modern improved breech-loaders, afford two or three 
brace of ducks. And in this region where fifteen yours ago a 
man with common dog could kill twenty to fifty chickens iu a 
day, one can kill but very few, and that with a great deal of tramp 
ing. 

Now there are many reasons for this continued growing scarcity 
of all kinds of game. I have used a gun every season on Mis¬ 
sissippi river duck grounds, and on Iowa chicken fields, more or 
less since 1852, but have never been guilty of murdering my 
birds; what 1 mean by murdering birds is, by shooting them 
sitting, by getting down on all fours and sneaking through grass 
brush, mud aud mire, in approaching your game, and then by firing 
Indiscriminately into a covey of quails, ducks, chickens or what¬ 
not, killing perhaps one or two and crippling six to twelve to bide 
away and die; for remember, Mr. Editor, that the sneak hunter 
or pot as you please to term them, are not iu 0 f dead 

shots, mostly using common guns and moi^foinmoii aminunl 
tion. Now I have frequently kuown this class of hunters or 
game associations to build blinds In our most severe Winter, 
when ground Is covered with deep snow, and chickens are huugry, 
or starving for food, to bait the birds with corn 
buckwheat or other grain, and then from these blinds shoot them 
by the score, and if the Winter remains severe, and snow lay 
on to kill entire flocks, or in other words exterminate all the 
chickens in the region where they live, for the birds will draw 
for food from long distances in severe weather, and you cannot 
drive or scare them away by the every-day slaughter. The re¬ 
sult is this sneak hunter with his 110 outfit has completely de¬ 
stroyed your home sport and mine, and if every neighborhood 
is cursed with one or more of these men, how long, I ask, are we 
going to have our fair sport of chicken shooting over our well- 
trained dogs) Now, Mr. Editor, I have not the least objections 
to this class of men hunting, providing they shoot and secure 
their birds as any true sportsman delights to, namely, on the wing, 
and that on single birds. I wish our state would forbid through 
game law, sneak-shooting, and make it an offense, subjecting 
any one to heavy fine that kills game sitting, for I fully believe 
that the man that practices shooting on ground kills merely for 
greed or gain. How far, I ask, would any real sportsmah go to 
have a day or week’s hunt knowing before starting that he 
would have to take all sitting shots. Now, In closing, 1 would 
say in all kindnoBS to the class of hunters I have mentioned, 
spend a little mouey In buying glass ball traps and some balls, 
and between now and time next season opens, practice on balls, 
and resolve to take your bird on the l.y or not at all.

The Onio Dog Law.— The following Is the Ohio State law for 
the taxing of dogs passed by the Legislature: 

Section I. Be it enacted, by the General Assembly of tho Slate of 
Ohio, That for the keeping of every dog in this state over the age of 
three months, the owner thereof shall be assessed, and Bhall pay into 
tbe proper county treasury each year, the snm of ouc dollar. The sum 
so assessed Bhall be placed upon the tax duplicate, aud the collection 
thereof made and enforced in all respects as taxes, etc. 

Bee. 2. Each ward assesaor shall ascertain by oaths or affirmations of 
the ownere, and make returns upon their statements of persona) 
property, of tbe number of dogs over three months of age within his 
jurisdiction, specifying the name of each owner and the number or 
dogs kept or harbored by him on the day preceding the second Monday 
or April. , , .. 

Sac. i. That it shall be on lawful for any dog, unaccompanied by any 
person, to bu at large away from tho premises occupied by the owner 
of such dog; and any such owner knowingly rermittfng any dog to be 
so at large, except as aforesaid, shall be liable to a fine of five dollars 
for every such offense, to be collected with cost of proeeculioD in tbe 
name or tho State of Ohio, before any justice of-tho peace or mayor 
having jurisdiction. 

Sac. 5. It shall be lawful for any person to kill any dog found run¬ 
ning al. large contrary to the provisii ns of this act. 

Sac 7. That the owner of any dog listed for luxation as aforesaid, 
which shall be killed contrary to the provisions of thla act, or 
maliciously injured when not liable to he killed as aforesaid, or shall 
be carried or enticed away from the premises of the owner for tho pur¬ 
pose of being killed or Injured, may recover of the person so killing 
or injuring the same, as exemplary damages, any sum not exceeding 
that for which such dog stands so returned.

In almost all birds and mammalB the pairing takes place at 
about the same time each year, In the same latitude, and lasts 
just about so long; rarely more than a month. At this season 
the habits of all animals undergo a great change, and oven those 
which are ordinarily the most timid and watchful become more 
hold, and In many cases seem almost to disregard the presence 
of their great enemy, man. ft Is at this season, when their horns 
arc hard and strong, that the various species of the deer family 
have their battles, and sometimes serious ones, and It Is then 
that the elk, the moose, or even the common deer will, when 
wounded or cornered, attack their pursuer with a fury and a 
quickness which sometimes makes even the boldest hunter long 
te be safely astride the branch of a moderately large tree. 

The length of time occupied in tho hatching of a BCt of eggs 
can, of course, under favorable circumstances, be determined as 
nothing more Is required than careful observations extended over 
a few weeks. Yet it Is unusual to see stated, even In the beat 
works on ornithology, the exact number of days .during which 
any bird sits on her eggs. Such a variety of circumstances op¬ 
pose themselves, even to the most persevering observer, that our 
knowledge of this and kindred points Is sadly defective. We 
have prepared the following table, which gives the pslrlng sea¬ 
son and the time at which the young are born for some of our 
larger game animals. In Its preparation wo have made use of all 
the material at our command, depending In soms cases on the 
standard works on North American mammals, while In others 
ws have relied on the testimony of Intelligent and trustworthy

Fox Hunting in Maryland. 

As are Jersey and the Jerseymen to the New Yorker, so are 
the Eastern Shore and Its natives to the Baltimorean. He never 
tiros of cracking unkind jokes about the phenomenal size and 
ferocity of the musquitocs on the other side of the Chesapeake 
Bay, the violence of the chlllB, and the consumption of quinine. 
After a trip through several of the counties I can positively state 
that the Eastern Shore musquitoes are rather small than other¬ 
wise; the chills are invariably “on the other side of the creek,” 
and tho story that the Inhabitants alwayB use nulnine instead of 
cream with their coffee is a base fabrication. 

A more delightful country I ltave rarely seen. In Talbot county 
are many fine estates, and the appearance of the country, the 
manner of living, and the hospitality of the people remind one 
very strongly of Englaud.
